Washington, July 25.—In another 
stormy ssion today democratic 
Members of the house banking and 
eurrency committee found themselves 
unable even to agree to disagrev on 
the administration currency bill. The) 
adjourned until Monday, when, after 
President Wilson had conferred with 
Representative Ragsdale, of South 
Carolina, who yesterday presented to 
the committee the so-called {insurgent 
amendments to the bill, the struggle 
to reach some sort of an agreement 
wil] be resumed. 

While the committee marked time 
today during a session of the house 
which demanded the presence of its 
members on the floor, President Wil- 
gon had conferences with Representa- 
tive Wingo who has opposed several 
parts of the administration bill, and 
with Representative Glass, chairman 
of the committee, following which it 
‘Was planned that the bill be taken 
Out of the hands of the democratic 
members of the committee and be sent 
to a house caucus, !f a vote demon- 
strated they were unable to agree. 

Accordingly, when the conference 
Met after the house’ adjournment 
Representative Wingo offered a mo- 
tion that the bill be submitted to a 
democratic caucus to be called a week 
from Monday, and that the commit- 
tee members in the meantime thresh 
out as many of thelr differences as 
Possible. Representative Ragsdale 
offered a motiorm to send the Dill to 
the caucus immediately without any 
recommendation and with all amend- 
ments pending. Other motiong fol- 
lowed In quick succession and con- 
fusion ensued. 

The discussion became Tather 
acrimonious Representative Ragsdul- 
calling Chairman Glass to account for 
@ published statement that the chair- 
man believed the committee was un- 
able to agree. Chairman Glass re- 
pudiated the statement. 

Representative Korbly Interrupted 
Representative Bulkeley's discussion 
of the pending motion to ask a ques- 
tion and continued his interruption to 
make a statement. Representative 
Bulkeley arose to ask “why the inem- 
ders of this committee were so dis- 
courteous to each other.’ Representa- 
tive Korbly disclaimed any Intention 
to be discourtevous 

Representative Wilson, of Florida, 
wanted to know if the charge of dis- 
courtesy applied to him, and Repre- 
sentative Bulkeley retorted that his 
statement’ could be interpreted by 
each member of the committe to suit 
himself.

Confirmation of A. E. Patterson 
for Treasury Register Ex- 
tremely Doubtful.

Washington, July 25.—(Special.)— 
President Wilson’s action in selecting 
Adam E. Patterson, a negro of Mus- 
cogee, Okla, for register of the 
treasury, at a salary of $5,000 a year, 
incensed many southern democrats to- 
day. His confirmation is extremely 
doubtful. 

While none is willing to be quoted 
at this time, there is considerable 
murmuring among members of con- 
gress against the new nominee, who 
had the indorsement of Senator Gore. 

As the position has been held for 
years by a negro, quite a number of 
colored men were applicants. W. K. 
Clemment, of Cnarlotte, N. C., nad the 
of several members of 
delegation for the place. 

from other states say 
they had been waiting hopefully for 
southern man to reach the white 
house to end the rule of negro office- 
holders They were disappointed at 
the selection of Patterson, who is a 
negro lawyer. 

The nomination of Patterson caused 
a stir in the Oklahoma delegation In 
the house. It {s said Representative 
Carter, of Oklahoma, was the only 
one of the eight Oklahoma congress- 
men who supported Patterson. 

Representative Davenport said: “I 
believe this man is capable, but I do 
not believe any colored man should be 
placed in a position of authority over 
white men and white women. I do 
not think we should do anything to 
accentuate the race question." 

Representative “Alfalfa Bill’ Mur- 
ray declared the nomination wag a 
surprise to him and characterized the 
president's action as a political 
mistake. The grandfather clause in 
the Oklahoma constitution hag made 
negro voters a negligible factor in 
politics. 

Other members of the delegation de- 
clined to discuss the matter for pub- 
lication.

Dr. William C. Kendrick, a prominent 
and highly esteemed citizen here, died 
suddenly this morning, death being 
due to heart failure. He retired 
seemingly well last night and arising 
at his accustomed hour this morning, 
went with his family to breakfast 
with the remark, ‘Let's have blessing 
now,” hig head dropped backward and 
he died almost immediately. 

He was 83 years old and had re- 
sided here over thirty years, coming 
to Dawson from Webster county, 
which he had represented in the gen- 
eral assembly. Subsequently he was 
representative from Terrell county 
for several terms. He had practiced 
medicine nearly sixty years, only re- 
cently retiring. 

He is survived by his wife and five 
children: James B. Kendrick, of Ma- 
con; Mrs. T. W. Meriwether, of Clark- 
ston; Mrs. W. C. Page. of Hartwell; 
Mrs. Roy Smith and Miss Mary Ken- 
drick, of DaWson. 

The funeral services will be held 
here tomorrow morning at 10 o'clock.

Augusta Judge Writes Legis-; 
lators Urging Immediate 
Revision of “Moth-Eaten 
Law.” ‘ 


Augusta, Ga. July 25.—(Special.)— 
Quietly Julian J. Zachry slipped out 
of Augusta this morning and spent 
the day in Columbia trying to find 
Mrs. Mary W. Zachry and the two 
little girls whose custody the court 
awarded him, but who were spirited 


away by Mrs. Zachry. That he did 
not find them he admitted when he 
came back to Augusta tonight. 


Information from Columbia Is that | 
he employed a lawyer there, but tor| 
what purpose can't be ascertained. | 
: Mrs. Hallihan, Mrs. Zachry's mother, | 
who left Augusta this afternoon, has | 
given up her home here and ts under-! 
stood to have gone to Columbla to, 
live. She declares that Zachry will} 
never succeed in getting the children 
and that they are being well pro- 
vided for by members of her family. 
Judge Henry C. Hammond declared 
today that had his hands not been 
absolutely tied by the peculiar moth- 
eaten Georgia law he ‘never would 
have given custody of the children to 
the father.”

Hammond’s Letter to Olive. 


Augusta, Ga., July 25, 1013.—Hon. Samuel L 
Olive, House of Representatives, Atlanta, Ga. 
Dear Sir As you know, I have many times 
called to your attention the barbarous and In!qui- 
tous é6tate of our law {n reference to a mothers’ 
Tights over her’ own children You will also 
recall my undertaking to furnish you with a 
rough draft of a bill designed to change the 
law. This I now inclose. 

There {s nothing peculiar about our Georgia 
law as {t etands. It is the old common law 
which we inherit from the English. Doubtless 
every state in the unlon baa or has had thie 
éame law. 

However, it is distinctly discordant with pres- 
ent day beliefs and sentiments on this subject 
and I am very earnest in believing that the old 
law should be brought into harmony with these 
beliefs and sentiments. 

Of course a judge ag such knows but one 
guiding star, the law. The wrongs of the ex- 
{sting law have not been galling in many tn- 
stances, because of the natural disposition on the 
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part of judges to get around the law {n soins 
way or other. This in {teelf is much to be de-' 
plored. ‘ 
Cites the Law. 

Under the statutes of the our @tate and the® 
decisions of our courte I think the three following 
propositions are unquestionably correct; 

1. The right to the custody of minor children 
1g alone in the father. 

2. If he foréelts this right by becoming aa- 
person to exercise it, then the law looks to the 
best intere8ts of the child. 

3. Nowhere In our laws are the rights of the 


mother as such in the first instance maintainable. 

I surge your very earnest attention to this 
matter of vital importance. Case after case 
arises in which courts and judicial officers, merc 
creatures of the law, are roundly blamed for 
doing the simple and unavoidable duty. The 
fault is not with them, but with the law, and 
thls can only be corrected by the legislature. 

The natural right and justness of the law I 
Propose giving to the mother the first and highest 
right over her children seems unanswerable and 
overwhelming. Very truly yours,

Suggests Proper Enactment. 

With the letter to Representative 
Olive, Judge Hammond inclosed the 
following as a suggestion of what, in 
his opinion, the general assembly 
should adopt without further ado: 

“An act to repea) the existing law 
in this state rejative to the custody 
and control of minor children. Sec- 
tlon 1. Be it enacted by the general 
assembly, and it is hereby enacted by 
authority of the same, that from and 
after_the passage of this act, the cus- 
tody of all minor children shall be and 
remain with the mother of such chil- 
dren unless it be plainly shown that 
she is an unfit person to exercise the 
right hereby given.” 

Sentiment With Mrs. Zachry, 

That public sentiment in the South 
Carolina capital. where Mrs. Mary W. 
Zachry has sought refuge from the 
Georgia laws that would tear her chil- 
dren away from her, has been flamed 
by the decision awarding the custody 
of the children to the father, and is 
strongly with the mother in her des- 
perate fight to keep her little girls. 
was indicated by a statement made 
yesterday by J.C. McCain, of Colum- 
bia, sheriff of Richland county, South 
Carolina, who was In Augusta today. 

Sheriff McCain says that it would be 
dangerous for anyone to attempt to 
take the two Nttle girls from their 
mother, while they are in Columbia. 
The Richland sperift came to Augusta 
to carry back to South Carolina a 
prisoner who had been arrested for 
him by the Augusta police. 

He said that he did not know wheth- 
er Mr. Zachry would attempt to bring 
the children back to Augusta or to 
‘take them away from their mother's 
side in Columbia, but added: 

“Mr. Zachry had best stay where he 
is and not try to get the children back, 
as feeling is running high in my 
state, and if he—or any other man un- 
der the circumstances—were to come 
over there and try to get the children, 
he would receive a warm reception. 
Knowing the sentiment of the people 
as I do, I don't believe 4t would be 
safe at all.”

GOVERNOR SLATON’S STATEMENT, 

It is not the language of flattery to say that the present legislature has 
not been surpassed for ability, courage and earnestness. The general ap- 
propriation bill, on which the house of representatives is now working, will 
doubtless be completed on record time, The bills to raise revenue are set 
for special orders to immediately succeed the appropriation Dill. 

It is true that the general appropriation bill carries approximately as 
large an amount as this year, when the appropriations exceeded the esti- 
mated revenue $349,000. > 

It is about the same as 1912, when the money appropriated exceeded 
the revenue $427,000, and during. that year nearly $100,000 was received 
from the dog tax, which is +>w abolished. 

These facts are known to the legislature, and the official reports of 
the treasurer and comptroller general are on the desks of the members, 
Returns from seven counties have been received by the comptroiler general, 
in six of which they are less than last year. 

It is unthinkable that the legislature should appropriate the same 
amount of money as 1912 and 1913 and not provide enough revenue to Day 
not only their appropriations but provide for the deficit already existing. 

The public schools ($2,550,000) and pensions ($1,180,000) exhaust all 
the revenue from ad valorem taxes excepting $278,984, The State Sani- 
tarium comes next, with an appropriation of about $600,000. 

~ PERIL TO STATE INSTITUTIONS. 

If these three great funds are maintained it is impossible to elsewhere 
make cuts to meet the deficiency without closing - entirely the state insti. 
tutions,

DRUG BL WIL BE: 


Measure Seeks to Reduce Use of 
Drugs by the Creation of a 
Drug Commission. 


After the passage of the general 
appropriation bill in the house Fri- 
day the consideration of the drug Dill 
of Mr. Shuptrine, of Chatham, was 
taken up and, after an hour's debate, 
Was set for special order next Tues- 
day for final action. 

The object of this bill is to create | 


the office of state commissioner of | 


drugs, with a salary of $3,000, to be 


paid from fees trom the druggists, 
Whose duty it shall be to enforce the 
Present law against narcotics. The 
measure affects no drugs not affected 
by the present law. 

Increase in Drugs. 

Mr. Shuptrine, in advocating his 
bill on the floor of the house, called 
attention to the great increase in the 
use of narcotic drugs in Georgia since 
the passage of the jiquor prohibition 
law. He stated that the sales amount- 
ed to as much as $100,000 annually, 
and that there were cases where one 
drug store had soid as much as fifty 
Brains of cocaine in’a single month. 

Mr. Wright, of Floyd, opposed the 
bill on the ground that the same pow- 
ers as were given the proposed state 
commissioner -of drugs in the Dill 
could be delegated to the state: in- 
spector of pure food and drugs, and 
the same results obtained without the 
expenditure of so much money. It is 
his purpose to introduce an amend- 
ment making thig change. 

In making himself clear upon the 
point of enforcing the law, Mr. Wright 
sald: * 

Favors Law Enforcement. 

“lamas much in favor of enforcing 
the law as any member of the house. 
I am, in fact, more in favor of en- 
forcing some laws tnan_some of tne 
members.” ‘ 

Mr. Wimberly, of Bibb, interrupted 
him with the question: 

“What {!s the law to the enforce- 
ment of which you believe there are 
members in this house opposed?” 

Mr. Wright replied: 

“The prohibition law. I make that 
statement by virtue of the fact that 
I am now advocating a bill looking to 
the enforcement of that law, and it is 
meeting with considerable opposition 
in the committee room.”

The general appropriation bill, car- 
rying appropriations - amounting to 
$108,000 less than that of last year, ac- 
cording to the figures of Mr. Wheat- 
ley, chairman of the approprietions 
committee, passed the house Friday 
and was immediately transmitted to 
the senate. é 

The total figure of the appropriation 
bill, exclusive of $3,679,000, a purely 
technical provision to allow the state 
‘to refund its bonded indebtedness, is 
$5,795,667, against the $5,904,567 of 
1911-12. 

To the bill there were three amend- 
ments increasing it. These were $5,000 
to the Soldiers’ home, which the com- 
mittee had cut off from last year’s 
appropriation; $50,000 each for 1914 and 
1915 for common schools, which 
amounts had also been deducted by 
the committee, and-an increase of $600 
for clerical help in the pensions de- 
partment. 

The amendment creating a new sec- 
tion in the bill, adopted Friday, to 
Provide an appropriation_of $8,679,000 
to allow the state to refund its bonded 
indebtedness is only an enabling meas- 
ure and wiil not affect the state’s fi- 
nancial condition. 

Occupied Three Days. 

The consideration of the general ap- 
Propriatio®. bill, having begun last 
Wednesday, occupied three days to pass 
the house. The fact that it was fought 
on many points is indicative of the de- 
Sireof the legislature to keep the ex- 
Penses of the state down to the lowest 
Possible figure. The fact that it has 
already passed the house, nearly three 
weeks before the end of the session, 
assures that the request of the gover- 
nor that it be upon his desk ten days 
before the end of the session will be 
complied with. 

The final vote on the general appro- 
Priation bill stood 144 to 2, Messrs. 
Wright, of Floyd, and McGehee, of 
Meriwether, casting the dissenting 
votes. 

There was a sharp debate upon the 
floor of the house when Mr. Wright 
made a motion to reconsider section 4 
of the bill, providing for an appropria- 
tion of $540,000 for the state sanita- 
rium for 1914, and $550,000 for 1915.

Mr. Wright claimed that there had 
been an unwarranted increase of $120,- 
000 appropriation for this institution 
since 1909. 

Badly in Need of Money. 

Mr. Fulbright, of Burke, replied that 
this increase had been gradual and en- 
tirely in proportion to the growth of 
the institution. = 

Mr. Hammack, of Randolph, also 
made a plea for the institution, stat- 
ing that this appropriation allowed 
only 42 cents per capita, and that to 
get along with less would be abso- 
lutely impossible.

Representative Picquet, of Rich- 
mond, expresse¢d great surprise when 
he learned that Senator Kelley, of the 
eighteenth, who is a resident df Glas- 
cock county, hed introduced a Dill to 
repeal the charter of Augusta and 
substitute therefor a commission form 
of government.

There was a straw ballot election 
in’ Augusta and 3,500 of. the registered 
voters ignored the election and did not 
vote. Thoge who favored commission 
form of government had control of 
the machinery and only polled about 
2,000 votes. 

“If either of my colleagues desired 
to father this measure it seems to me 
they had ample opportunity to have 
introduced a bill in the house and it 
appeared to me somewhat strange, 
that a bill_should have been intro- 
duced in the senate where 3,500 voicés 
could not be heard.”

A FARMERS’ TAX MEASURE. 

The people of Georgia need hunt no far 
ther than the work of the farmers of this 
state for_concrete proof of what tax equali- 
zation accomplishes. The Hon. Martin V. 
Calvin elsewhere brings forward reminder 
of this nature. ; 

The legislature of 1890-91 was known 
as the “Farmers’ Alliance legislature.” There 
were fewer lawyers and more farmers in 
its membership than any preceding or suc- 
ceeding assembly. 

The need for tax equalization was not 
then as critical as it now is, but sufficient- 
ly urgent to cause a forceful law to be 
placed on the statute books. 

The result was that the first year after 
the act became effective it added to the 
state digest property In the sum of $18,463,- 
041. 

The first year after the act was repealed 
there was a shrinkage In the tax digest of 
$10,507,786. To quote Mr. Calvin, “the down- 
ward tendency continued until 1898 when, as 
between 1892 and 1898, the decrease in 
property on the digest amounted to $52,031,- 
106.” 

The act of ’91 worked no hardship on 
anyone. It simply made delinquents step 
up and pay what was just. 

Had the law remained operative no sin- 
gle state institution would be threatened 
with starvation or paralysis today; the state 
would not now be in the attitude of a 
miserly beggar—though the richest of the 
states of the southeast. 

These are unanswerable arguments for 
tax equalization at the present session. And 
they come from the FARMERS OF GEOR. 
GIA. 


OLD FOLKS’ SCHOOL. 


Judge Frank Park, of the Albany circuit, 
is the father of an institution, the “Old 
Folks’ school," that might well be taken up 
in every county in Georgia. Four years ago 
be maneuvered to the end that there was 
established in Worth county primary edu- 
cational facilities for the adults who might 
have been deprived of their chance in their 
youth.

Modernized transportation, the cable and 
the wireless are making frontiers of less 
account. And invention start- 
ed upon its mission of bringing closer to- 
gether the sons of men. Ultimately, arti- 
ficial barriers, such as tariffs, will be low- 
ered and the factors that count will be the 
factors simply of merit and preparedness 
and of natural resource. It is as yet not 
in evidence that actual war is to disappear 
from the world. But it is certain that the 
real wars of the future will be trade wars 
and the weapons used in them more incisive 
and decisive than 14-inch shells or aerial 
torpedoes. — 

So that whether or not we will it so, we 
cannot in future legislation or policy disre- 
gard the customs and the wishes of our 
neighbors across the borders or across the 
seas. Even less can they disregard our cus- 
toms and wishes. For in an endurance test 
the United States could survive without 
other nations. That is true, unqualifiedly, of 
no other people on the globe.

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DID MARY STUART WRITE THE “CASKET LETTERS?” 


Did Mary Stuart really write the “Cas- 
ket Letters,” which her enemies made use 
of to prove that she had a share in the 
murder of her second husband, Lord Darn- 
ley? Or were these letters the work of a 
forger, as it is well known she always de- 
clared them to be? This is a question which 
has given rise to numberless controversies. 
Many eminent writers are of the opinion 
that the “Casket Letters” in connection with 
the Darnley murder have been much ex- 
aggerated. 

It has often been safd that Mary Stuart, 
when she sought refuge in England after 
the death of Langside, on May 16, 1568, im- 
prudently threw herself like a mouse into 
the claws of the cat. But the truth is that 
it was not in 1568 that the mouse fell into 
the cat's claws, but much earlier, in 1561, 
immediately after her return to her Scottish 
kingdom. 

Picture a young woman of twenty, care- 
less and light-hearted, with all the pride 
@nd all the courage of a princess, but at 
the same time with the unrestraint, the 
heedlessness, and the ingenuous con@dence 
of a child, suddenly transported into such 
environments as she met In the north coun- 
try, after coming from the easy life and gal- 
lant ways of the court of the Valois. 

With all her courage and pride, Mary 
was essentially a woman. She needed a 
man to direct her, to rule her, and whom 
she could serve. Scarcely had she betrothed 
herself to Darnley, when “she loaded him 
with all the honors which a wife can be- 
stow upon her husband.” Later on, when 
she considered herself affianced to Norfolk, 
she immediately began to adopt towards him 
in her letters a tone of obedience and pas- 
sive submission. 

The wretched Darnley, who was after- 
wards given her for a husband, was himself 
too much of a nullity to direct anybody. 
Mary then found a counsellor in the Italian 
Rizzio, of whom there is not the smallest 
proof that he ever was her lover. But Darn- 
ley, with the aid of Morton and her brother's 
advice, had Rizzio murdered “almost before 
her eyes.” 

That after this the poor woman's heart 
should have been touched with the evil spirit 
of hatred and of vengeance is a thing too 
natural to leave room for doubt. But it is 
in no place shown as likely that from Riz- 
zio's murder or even from her marriage with 
Darnley, Mary Stuart had ceased to be mor- 
ally responsible for her actions. 

What was the real part Mary played in 
Darnley's murder? Andrew Lang, a writer 
who has given much study to the subject, 


tells us that as early as Octobder, 1566, Mary, 
who was at that time seriously ill, was ‘| 
“praying to heaven to amend Darnley, whose ~ | 


evil conduct was the sole cause of her {ll- 


ness." But Darnley, instead of amending his 
ways, had gone even further in his “evil 
courses, and every day Murray and Lething- 
ton, who were both resolved to ruin him, re- 
ported to Mary some new act of treachery 
on his part. 

When these gentlemen proposed to the 
queen the getting rid of Darnley, it is said 
that she replied that she would not have 
anything done that could stain her honor or 
her conscience. There are many accusations et 
that have been made as to the part Mary ¥ 
played in the murder, such as assisting in jf 
the preparations of the subterranean pass- 
age, of Mary's presence at the moment of 
the murder, but there is no absolute proof 
Tegarding any of these. : 

Then there remains the eight casket let- § 
ters and the thirteen sonnets which accom- tg 
Pany them. No one, at a period when such if 
a thing would have been possible, seems to i. 
have very seriousl~ troubled themselves to | 
verify their authenticity. Notable English | 
experts on hand-writing of recent years | 
have pronounced at least the greater part 
of these letters forgeries, but they are s0 
cleverly done that it is almost impossible to 
say where the forged part begins and ends. f: 

These letters are written in French, the 
language ‘in which the Scottish queen al- & 
ways conducted her correspondence., There 
are many evidences to show, say experts 
on such matters, that they were evidently 
thought out in English before being clad 
in their French garb. “ 

Mr. Lang, who is a firm disbeliever in fm 
Mary’s guilt as to the writing of the “Cas- 
ket Letters,” writes: “We know, too, that 
there were at that time in Scotland, and f 
even in the entourage of the queen, plenty jf 
of well-educated people who could hee % 
Mary’s handwriting, as well as read and ff 
write French fluently. But all these persons ff 
had first learned their native language, 
whilst Mary had first learned French. Now 
when one of these persons set himself to § 
forge letters of the queen, he might very Ff 
well counterfeit her writing, her habitual 
expressions, even her mistakes; but there 
was something essentially French in Mary 
Stuart's French which the forger could not 
imitate; and I think by this clew one might 
contrive, without great improbability, to 
acquit the poor queen of Scots of the defeat.

HOW “FARMERS’ LEGISLATURE” 
EQUALIZED TAXATION SYSTEM 


Editor Constitution: The state is to be 
congratulated on the bright prospect we 
have for the early. enactment of a stringent 
tax equalization law. 

Reports of interviews and opinions on the 
pending bill seem to indicate a division in 
purpose—some claiming that the law should 
provide for the equalization of taxation be- 
tween the counties. Not so. The desidera- 
tum is the equalization of property values, 
between individual tax-payers in each coun- 
ty. This having been accomplished. the ad- 
justment between the counties follows as 
the day follows the night. 

The primary and only object of a tax 
equalization law, in the matter of property 
values, is to gét on the books of the receiver 
of tax returns, and under tne argus eye 
of the tax collector, hidage property. 

One would be greatly astonished if one 
should arrive at a fairly accurate estimate 
of the aggregate amount of that class of 
property in the state. It increases in volume 
as the years roll by. 

The Alliance Legislature—would that its 
tribe might be revived and increased. it was 
so fruitful of wise and liberal legislation 
for all the people—1890-91, enacted a good 
tax equalizing law, The, friends of that 
measure knew that, in order to make it 
effective and long-lived, a state board of 
equalizers was necessary. To hAve attempted 
thus to cap the system would have been to 
defeat the then pending bill. 

It frequently happens in legislation that 
a measure, capable of incalculable benefit to 
all the people, is made a law half-clad, so 
to speak, lest the primary purpose itself 
Shall utterly fail. 

The act, which was approved August 14, 
1891, passed the senate by a vote of 24 to 
17; it passed the house by a vote of 112 to 45. 

The act became effective in 1892. Jt 
added to the state digest hidage property 
in the sum of $18,463,041.

THE GRAPE FRUIT

The grapefruit is so called because it 
looks like a large and melancholy orange 
which is failing in health. 

The grapefruit is composed of two gal- 
lons of juice concealed in a thick yellow 
globe and strongly impregnated with seeds. 
The grapefruit has more seeds than any- 
thing else, except the fig. When we have 
extracted all the seeds from a grapefruit 
and have piled them up, the pile is larger 
than the fruit itself. This is one of the 
miracles of nature and should teach man 
to be humble and scornful of his own 
powers. 

The grapefruit is divided into water- 
tight compartments, like an ocean liner, by 
thin pieces of skin.

This hidage property is not chargeable 
to lack of honesty on the part of tax-payers; [ 
it comes rather of an effort at self-protec-— 
tlon against known inequalities in valua- § 
tions; it comes, in many instances, of the 
assertion of “the just human” in man—en-§ 
couraged by the law and by custom—namely, § 
that the moment one starts to the office 
of the receiver of tax returns, the vaius 
of that house and lot, that farm, that horse, 
those horses and mules, etc, begins to “grow 
smaller by degrees and beautifully less,” 

Equalized taxes are not a burden, they 
are a privilege under the beneficent form 
of government under which we live and 
prosper.

Had such 
a thought presented !tself to me, I 
would quickly have dismissed it for 
the simple reason that I have had 
every reason to believe I would be al- 
lowed to finish my four-year term, 
which expires the last of Januery.”

NARATHON RAGE 
WON BY MINE 


At Average Speed of 80 Miles: 
an Hour—Six Riders Fin- 
ish Race—Some Near Ac- 


cidents. 


By Dick Jemison. 

Jock McNeil, on his famous J. A. P, 
which was working steadily, not un- 
like tM purr of a monster kitten, 
romped home’ In front of the field of 
ten riders in the great Marathon race 
at the local motordrome last night. 
But do not get the idea it was not 
exciting. 

Jock's J. A, P. never stopped from 
beginning to end, and at the finish he 
had lapped his nearest rival, Georgo 
Lockner, and a trifle more. Lockner 
was a lap and a fraction in front of 
Henry Lewis and Harry Glenn, who 
finished third and fourth, respectively. 

Two other riders of the ten who 
started, finished the long grind of 105 
laps, but just how many times they - 
had been lapped was not recorded. 
They were Billy Shields and Freddie 


Luther. 
In pulling off this meet, the riders 
and the motordrome management 


bucked the Federation of American 
Motorcyclists, the controlling board of 
all motorcycle racing. But as they 
had announced their program before 
the Federation of American Motor- 
cycylists raised its yell, they put it 
through to show the public that they 
were keeping their faith with them, 
regardless of the result. 
82 Miles an Hour. 

McNeil traveled at an average speed 
of 82 miles an hour for the entire 
distance, though In spots he went ata 
clip close to 95 miles an hour, creating 
thrill after thrill when he rode high 
on the bank to lap the other riders. 

For the first 17 miles {t was a great 
speed duel between MecNell, on his 
J. A. P., and Richards, on his Indian. 
First one and then the other led. Just 
before the 18th mile was completed 
Richards blew a rear tire. 

Hse skidded sideways on the track, 
but kept his machine right side up, 
slipping to the bottom and riding up 
{nto the Infleld, but at no time over- 
turning, bringing the wonderful speed 
cration to a standstill without injur- 
creation to a standstill, remarkable as 
the feat as it may seem, and to who 
witnessed it, {t was a miracle. 

The crowd was by far the largest 
that has attended the races since their 
inception. It was variously estimated 
between 7,500 and 9,000. These esti- 
mates are close to the mark. 

The big race, which was the last on 
the program, started splendidly. But 
Harry Swartz was the first to quit, his 
machine literally falling to pieces de- 
fore he had gone 2 miles,

When he saw the 
red flag, he sald afterwards, he 
thought some mistake had been made. 

The race between McNeil and Rich- 
ards was a thrilling one, and McNeil 
last night expressed regret that his 
opponent's tire blew out: He said he 
would rather have had !t nip and tuck . 
to the end. 

The rest of the card was also good. 
McNeil and Richards won thelr heats , 
{in the motordrome sweepstakes. Ac- 
cording to the terms of the race the 
three riders in the fastest heat were 
to ride in the finals, the two in the 
other. As the time on both heats was 
the same, 43 4-5 seconds, all six rode. 

McNeil and Richards had it out 
again in the finals, the finish being so 
close that there were many who 
thought it was a tle. But Richards 
won by a scant wheel's length, in the 
remarkably fast time of 1:24 1-5 for 
the 2 miles, an average of 88 and a 
fraction miles to the hour. 

Tex Richards, !f his mile~ trial 
against time, the opening event on the 
program, negotiated the distance in 
40 4-5 seconds, two-fifths of a second 
slower than the record. :

Committee Adjourns Ses- 
sions Until Monday. 


Washington, July 25.—With only 
about 1,000 more of Martin M. Mul- 
hall's letters to read into the fecord, 
the senate lobby investigating com- 
mittee adjourned today until Monday 
expecting to wind up the correspon- 
dence of the “lobbyist.” 

Towards the close of the day's se8- 


sion MuYhall showed signs of the 
strain he has been under. He became 
confused during the reading of one 


letter and when Senator Walsh sSuB- 


gested that he needed a rest, @X- 
claimed: 
“I'm just about broken down. For 


God's sake do have mercy if you can, 
1 don't want to say I'm Lreaking down, 
but 1 don't want to answer questions 
if you'll let me go.” 

Qhairman Overman announced to- 
day that attorneys for the National 
Association of Manufacturers and the 
American Federation of Labor would 
‘be allowed to question the witness 
through the committee provided they 
submit questions 24 hours beforehand 
and receive the committee's approv- 
al. Senator Nelson had a talk with 
the democratic members before the de- 
cision Was announced, and {t is known 
that he protested vigorously: against 
allowing Mulhall’s story to stand with- 
out examination by the lawyers for 
the organizations involved, 

During the hearing today a sharp 
debate occurred among members of the 
committee about whether foreign man- 
ufacturers and importers had t!nflu- 
enced tariff reductions in the present 
dill. 

, More Details Wanted. 

Senators Nelson and Cummins, who 
yesterday began a severe questioning 
of the witness upon many of his 

_statements, probably will continue to 
- demand more detailed statements upon 
his letters as they are introduced in 
the record, but the democratic mem- 
ders, Senators Overman, Reed and 
Walsh, expect to let the Mulhall story 
stand principally upon the evidence 
presented in the 5,000 or more letters. 

Mulhall will go before the house lob- 
by committee early next week, and it 

-4s expected that there he will be sub- 
, Jected to a rigid examination as to the 
~‘eharges contained in his mass of cor- 
respondence, that members of the 
house were his close associates in po- 
litical campaign work, and in efforts 
to head off labor legislation. The

thet it will not permit a general cross- 
examination of Mulhall by attorneys 
or attorneys of the manufacturers, or 
those officials who will attempt to 
make Mulhall defend hig statements 
before the hous ecommittee next week. 
Conferences With Lodge. 

Mulhal] testified he went to Massa- 
chusetts in Adgust, 1910, and wrote 
General Manager Bird, of the manu- 
facturers, of conferences with Senator 
Lodge and Charles Lb. rtatfield, “chair- 
mean of the state committee.” 

“Senator Lodge pays us all kinds of 
compliments for the work we are do- 
ing, and 1 know we will have his aid 
more actively than ever before In the 
“wext campaign,” wrote Mulhall.

It Is now known that So-Chow-Fu, 
{n the province of Kiang-Su, fs in 
Possession of the northerners. The 
military governor of the province of 
Nu-Nan has proclaimed the neutrali- 
ty of his district and the military 
governor of Che-Klang province 1s 
suppressing all propaganda against 
Yuan Shi Kal. 

Despite negotlations made for an 
armistice, fighting was resumed at 9 
o'clock this evening. The southern- 
ers, reinforced by 500 Cantonese agd 
1,000 Hunanese, again attacked the 
arsenal, but were defeated with con- 
siderable losses. 

The forces at the mouth of the river 
have joined the loyalists. 

The city presents an extraordinary 
appearance, Fires are blazing on the 
outskirts of the native city and thou- 
sands of homeless Chinese refugees 
are camping jn the streets. Hotel roof 
gardens are crowded with foreigners 
watching the fighting. Searchlights 
from British warships are trained on 
the customs house and the ammunl- 
tion magazine. :
